The 
request was set over to th,e 
meeting of Jiuly 23 for Coun- 
cilmen to study the lease, 
and due to a complaint of 
Fire Marshal Richard Pro- 
bart, that adequate fire 
drilling was not being main¬ 
tained in the school. 

Again presenting their 
ease, the Nursery School was

CG sion on their lease on the 
same basis of $60 rental, 
pending the decision of the 
State Fire Marshal on the

In the category "all other 
outlets,” f include.s contrac- 
lors, manufacturers, and 
wholesalers) accounting for 
nearly .30 per cent of all 
taxable transactions, an 18.3 
per cent gain was recorded, 
more than double the 8.7 per 
cent increa.se posted for re¬ 
tail .stores. This marked the 
third' consecuiivo quarter in 
which the growth cf "all 
other dutlet.s” outstripped 
that for retail stores. 

In Sierra Madre the total 
nuin^r of businesses not 
holding sales tax permits 
totaled 240, an increase of 
13 over the previous ybar. 
Those busine.sses showed an 
increase for the quarter of 
5.8 per cent. In 1974 doing 
a business of $1..530,000 as 
compared to tiro previous 
year of $1,44,5,000. 

The per capita taxable 
transactions ro.se to $7,30 in 
the first quarter of 1974, ,up 
$69 or 10.4 per cent over the 
previous year. .Retail stores 
showed sales of .$487 per per¬ 
son, a raise of only 7.6 per 
cent while "all other out¬ 
lets” accounted for $217 per 
capita, a strong increase of 
17.1 per cent.

A. — Definitely. When any 
item is adverti.sed at the 
unassembled price, this fact 
should he clearly stated in 
the advertisement. 

Q. — Sineo tlie Better 
E.usine.ss Bureau is made .up 
of businesses, why should I 
believe that it will help a 
customer? 

A. — There really is no 
contradiction. Busine.ss cer¬ 
tainly does not regard the 
customer a.s its adversary, 
but rather as the final ob¬ 
ject of all its effort. The 
purpose of the BBB i.s to 
maintain pulilic confidence 
in business by weedin;; out 
unscrupuloius operators and 
misleading practices whicli 
make easterners distru.slful. 

A legitimate •busincs.s i.s 
happy to cooperate with the 
BBB’s effort.s to re.snlvc cus¬ 
tomer complaints. If a busi¬ 
ness is not operating logi- 
timatel.v, the honest busi¬ 
ness people of the commun¬ 
ity are ju.st as anxious as 
you are to see something 
done about It. 

Q. — If a store adver¬ 
tises tliat it lias the “lowest 
prices in town,” does that 
actually represent some kind 
of guarantee? 

A. — I would' be careful 
of any store that uses this 
claim. It Is against the Bet- 
ier B'jsiness Bureau’s adver¬ 
tising standards. Wo feel 
(hat no retailer can pos¬ 
sibly know tlie price;; being 
charged in every other .store 
in town selling the same 
merchandise. The claim Is 
inherently phony. 


Editor’s note: William G. 
Fritz i.s president of the Bet- 
b'r Business Bureau or Los 
Angele.s. The questions ho 
answers liere are chosen 
from among these received 
daily by his office in calls 
and lettens from consumers. 

Q. — I often .see pricc.s 
adverti.sed a'S “so-anid'-so 
mucli off manufacturer’s list 
price.” What does “manu- 
fact'urer’s list price” actual¬ 
ly mean? 

A. — It means only that 
tills is the retail price sug¬ 
gested by the manufacturer 
for Ills product. Except on 
fair-trade item.s, it is sel¬ 
dom the actual price any 
retailer is likely to charge. 
The retailer sets his price 
according to what the mar¬ 
ket will bear. 

In other words, a price 
lower tiian the manufac- 
Uner’s list price may still be 
no lower than the price you 
could find in any store in 
the area. 

Q. — I saw a sale ad 
listing blau.ses for $1.99. 
However, when I got to the 
.store, I was told this was 
a printer’s error and' the 
sale price was actua 11 y 
$2.99. Don’t they have to let 
mo have it for the price in 
flic ad? 

A. — No. I do not believe 
I tic store should be held 
liable for an honest eiior. 
If the same thing happened 
reiioatedly with the same 
store, we woa.ild investigate. 
But in an instance like this 
I do not think you sho.uld 
try to take advantage of the 
store. 

Q. — My son saved his 
money to buy a bicycle. 
When he saw one advertised 
tor the amount of money he 
had saved', he went down to 
the store to get it. Then he 
found out the price adver- 
ti.sod was for an .unassem¬ 
bled bike. In order to have 
it assembled, he would have 
had to pay an extra charge.

’ My early days in Sierra 
i Madre, when we had what 
' are called “honor racks,” 

L we wore consistently losing 
r the sale of 400 pai^rs a 

I week. In close tabulation we 
would put out around 900 
papers and receive about 
S50 per week, or sold- 500.

In those days pennies were 
our greatest trouble. Guess 
people just figiuured the pa¬ 
per wasn’t worth more than 
a penny, and many of them 
thought it wasn’t worth any¬ 
thing. 

— CT — 

■As increased sales became 
apparent, we purchased new 
newsracks, ones that would 
let a penny slide through 
Our close tabulation during 
the past six months shows 
that we consi.stently put 
1400 newspapers in our racks 
and receive back for this 
approximately an average 
of $180 per week. We are 
still losing over 200 papers 
a week. 

— CT — 

Our biggest problem to¬ 
day is “slugs,” and we get 
a pocket full of them week¬ 
ly. Pennies now fall through 
and we receive a donation 


thirty pennies a week. 

But the one that really 
gets us is the guy or guys 
who take time to file d'own 
a iienny until it is the size 
of a dime. The work these 
people must go to to save 
themselves nine cents is ter¬ 
rific. But I suppose it is a 
great satisfaction to them 
in getting a 15-eent item 
for six cents. Anyway, I 
gave up long ago on figur¬ 
ing consistently that I could 
feed and clothing my family 
on the money from the 
newsracks.

I truthfully do not feel 
that the people of Siena 
Madre are “dishonest,” but 
it is extremely hard for 
people to drop 15 cents in a 
newsrack when they know 
that the papers in this area 
are lying all over the street, 
in the gutters and on the 
lawns. You just can’t blame 
them too much. Anyway, I 
get a lot of satisfaction out 
of knowing that the papers 
are not taken out of the 
racks and thrown in the 
streets, so the person or per¬ 
sons taking them must have 
some us for them, and thus 
o-ur advertisers do get some 
value out of the "pirated 
newspapers.”

Dear Editor: 

California’s newspap e r s 
have been the bulwark of 
resource recoveiy, giv i n g 
valuable space to material 
about solid waste disposal 
alternatives, recycling acti¬ 
vities in employing resource 
recovery as the future sys¬ 
tem for handling most of 
our refuse. 

We wish to thank the 
press for its support of pub¬ 
lic education in this vital 
area. Resources thrift is an 
imperative today, as rising 
costs, multiplying shortages, 
and inton.se competition for 
raw materials testifies. 

One of the areas in which 
the pro.ss can continue to 
make landmark contribu¬ 
tions to resource recovery is 
in reuse of its own product 
- - newspaix}rs. Despite in¬ 
creased public awareness, 
an insatiable market, and 
broad activity, the nation¬ 
wide average for recovery of 
u.sed newspapens is only 
about 26 per cent. Consider¬ 
ing that la.st year we used 
about 11 million tons of 
newsprint, there is much 
more to be diverted fr.om the 
solid waste stream. There 
are many methods for col¬ 
lecting used newspapers for 
reuse, from city-.s,ponsored 
collections as a part of re¬ 
fuse services to the well- 
known paper drive but only 
one basic method for saving 
newspapers — source sepa¬ 
ration. 

Unlike other materials. 


newsprint cannot be re¬ 
covered from mixed trash 
for recycling. Contamination 
of the paper makes It unfit 
for reclamation in almost all 
applications. So, the public 
must be reminded often to 
.save old papers, not throw 
them out. To that end we 
offer some fillers and sug- 
ge.sted editorial mater i a 1 
supporting recovery of used 
newspaper. 

California has been a na¬ 
tional leader in dealing with 
solid wastes, fir.st in the u.se 
of sanitary landfills, and 
now in developing signifi¬ 
cant plans for recovery uf 
wastes. Just as significantly, 
the press has .served the 
public well in providing in- 
foimation about resource re¬ 
covery. Thank you for thi.s 
continuous service.

Pot Primer for Parents 


Ktww enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have tliey tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? , 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the .generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”-their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stori«s of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While mariliuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.
